To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Antrim,  in  the  County  of  Hills- 
horough,  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said  Town, 
on  the  9th  day  of  March,  1954,  at  10  o'clock  in  the  morning  to 
act  on  the  following  subjects: 

The  polls  will  be  open  at  10:00  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  and  close 
at  4:00  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  Voting  on  the  Articles  will  com- 
mence at  1:30  P.  M. 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers,  Agents  and  Trustees 
for  the  ensuing  year. 

2.  To  hear  the  reports  of  the  Auditors  on  the  Town  Officers'  ac- 
counts, and  act  thereon. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  and  empower  its 
selectmen  to  borrow  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  in  anticipation 
of  Taxes. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  $7,000.00  for  the  repair 
of  Roads  and  Bridges  for  the  ensuing  year  or  take  any  other  action 
thereon.

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  $200.00  to  assist 
the  Myers- Prescott  Post  No.  50  American  Legion,  and  Ephraim 
Weston  Post  No.  87,  G.  A.  R.,  in  properly  observing  Memorial  Day 
or  take  any  action  thereon. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum 
not  to  exceed  $250.00  to  renew  the  water  pipe  to  the  James  A. 
Tuttle  Library  or  take  action  thereon. 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue  portions  of  the 
road  abandoned  by  improved  highway  on  Route  9  from  Hillsbor- 
ough Town  Line  to  Steele  Pond  and  from  North  side  Lillian 
Brown's  property  to  road  to  William  Boyces.  This  does  not  affect 
the  road  that  comes  within  a  distance  of  50  feet  from  the  Center  line 
of  the  new  relocated  highway. 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue  the  road  aban- 
doned near  the  Craig  farm  where  the  road  was  relocated  in  1953.

Curriculum 

In  order  to  meet  more  effectively  the  needs  of  the  pupils  in  terms 
of  a  broader  educational  background,  several  changes  have  been 
initiated.  Three  courses  of  study  have  been  established  within 
the  framework  of  the  high  school  curriculum.  These  may  be 
roughly  designated  as:  general  academic,  commercial,  and  college 
preparatory.  To  further  the  objective  of  a  more  complete  educa- 
tional background,  the  History  of  Civilization  course  is  now  re- 
quired of  all  freshmen. 

Some  concern  has  been  expressed  because  French  is  not  in  the 
program  of  studies  for  this  year.  However,  this  is  only  a  temporary 
adjustment  to  enable  the  teaching  of  French  in  the  second  and 
third  years.  Previously,  French  was  given  in  the  first  and  second 
years  leaving  opportunity  for  little  or  no  retention  of  the  material 
studied  by  the  fourth  year.  Therefore,  it  was  not  unusual  for  stu- 
dents to  score  poorly  in  the  foreign  language  area  on  college  en- 
trance exams  given  in  the  last  of  their  senior  year.  It  is  felt  that 
advancing  the  French  courses  one  year  will  do  much  to  remedy 
this  situation. 

In  order  to  introduce  a  more  meaningful  and  purpose  ul  edu- 
cative experience  a  guidance  program  is  being  attempti  d.  The 
purpose  is  to  enable  the  student  to  see  himself  more  clearly  in 
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relation  to  his  abilities  and  the  demands  of  his  society.  We  hope 
thereby  to  assist  him  in  establishing  goals  which  will  give  purpose 
to  his  study.  Through  this  program,  we  hope  to  alleviate  the 
"What  to  do  after  graduation?"  problem;  it  is  so  important  that 
those  in  school  have  some  idea  as  to  where  they  are  going,  other- 
wise school  is  without  purpose  and  just  a  matter  of  attendance 
for  them. 

The  guidance  program  has  been  placed  in  charge  of  Mrs.  Jose- 
phine Briod  who  has  done  such  fine  work  with  our  students  in 
the  science,  math  and  language  areas.  She  welcomes  inquiries 
from  parents  and  students  in  respect  to  this  very  important  prob- 
lem. 

Antrim  High  School  is  fortunate  in  having  an  unusually  fine 
Home  Economics  Program  and  much  credit  should  go  to  Mrs. 
Miriam  Roberts  for  her  noteworthy  achievement  in  maintaining 
one  of  the  more  exceptional  programs  in  the  state. 

Activities 

We  are  presently  in  the  midst  of  an  active  school  year.  A  spirited 
student  body  early  in  the  year  stormed  forth  and  sold  enough 
magazines  to  purchase  a  fine  tape  recorder  which  will  aid  greatly 
in  speech  therapy,  music  activities  and  a  study  of  foreign  languages. 

At  the  time  of  this  writing  we  are  approaching  the  close  of  the 
basketball  season,  and  it  has  been  a  most  memorable  one,  for  our 
boys  and  girls  enjoyed  the  spaciousness  of  a  new  Community  Gym. 
It  is  with  a  deep  sense  of  pride  that  Antrim  High  School  plays  host 
at  their  fine  new  quarters  which  are  the  best  in  their  league  and 
among  the  finest  in  the  state.  The  student  body  is  grateful  to  a 
people  who  have  given  so  much  to  its  young  folks. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Alfred  Goulet  have  carried  on  the  girls'  and  boys' 
athletic  programs  with  distinction.  They  are  to  be  commended 
for  the  high  degree  of  sportsmanship  which  they  have  maintained 
and  also  for  starting  a  "build-up"  program  in  the  lower  grades 
which  will  insure  Antrim's  future  in  athletics.  In  line  with  this 
and  with  the  new  gym  in  mind,  it  might  be  well  to  explore  the 
the  possibilities  of  instituting  a  full  time  physical  education  pro- 
gram in  the  Antrim  Schools.  It  certainly  will  not  be  disputed  that 
the  healthy  body  is  essential  to  the  healthy  mind.  It  would  seem 
that  such  a  program  would  promote  a  maximum  and  effective 
utilization  of  a  fine  public  building  and  provide  organized  recrea- 
tion for  all. 

The  music  program  continues  in  its  outstanding  work  under  the 
capable  leadership  of  Mrs.  Isabel  Nichols.  Both  the  High  School 
Chorus  and  the  Junior  High  Glee  Club  have  already  given  public 
performances.  The  chorus  plans  to  go  "on  tour"  again  this  year 
having  received  invitations  from  several  high  schools  and  a  college. 

The  seniors  have  been  very  busy  earning  money  for  their  pro- 
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posed  New  York- Washington  trip.  They  have  been  well  guided 
in  their  efforts  by  Mrs.  Ruth  Gerini,  who  was  also  the  able  director 
of  their  very  successful  play,  "Mr  Bob."  At  this  time,  the  seniors 
are  preparing  their  yearbook  which  will  be  better  than  previous 
editions  in  many  respects.  It  represents  a  departure  from  the  "pre- 
fab" type  of  other  years.  It  is  the  type  of  book  usually  found  in 
only  the  larger  school  and  will  certainly  provide  a  worthy  and 
enduring  memory  of  school  days. 

The  student  activities  are  made  possible  through  the  Student 
Activity  Fund  in  combination  with  the  generous  support  of  the 
people  of  Antrim.  This  loyal  backing  has  been  an  invaluable  as- 
set and  a  source  of  inspiration  to  the  young  people. 

Student  Services 

I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  excellent  services 
rendered  our  students  by  the  following: 

Mrs.  Mary  Griffin  and  Dr.  Alfred  Chandler  for  administering 
an  effective  School  Health  Program. 

Mrs.  Nina  Fuglestad,  whose  Hot  Lunch  Program,  has  been  ex- 
tremely popular  this  year. 

Graduates 

A  class  of  16  was  graduated  from  Antrim  High  School  in  1953. 
Of  these,  seven  were  accepted  in  schools  for  further  education. 
Two  at  the  University  of  New  Hampshire,  one  at  Keene  Teachers, 
one  at  New  England,  one  at  Becker  College,  one  at  the  Mary 
Hitchcock  School  of  Nursing,  and  one  at  Houle's  Academy.  At  the 
time  of  this  writing,  two  had  withdrawn  and  the  rest  have  appar- 
ently hurdled  the  first  semester  elxams  successfully.  May  I  say  here 
that  this  is  indicative  that  the  student  from  the  small  high  school 
can  feel  confident  that  if  his  school  record  is  of  sufficient  grade  he 
can  be  assured  of  admittance  to  the  college  of  his  choice.  It  should 
also  be  noted  that  three  of  these  pupils  received  scholarships.  It 
is  important  that  the  parent  realize  that  there  are  so  many  scholar- 
ships available  that  no  deserving  student  should  feel  he  is  unable 
to  attend  college  because  of  financial  difficulties. 

Three  of  the  graduates  are  employed  locally.  Seven  others  have 
found  employment  in  other  states  ranging  from  Massachusetts  to 
Florida.  One  is  in  the  service  serving  with  the  U.S.M.C. 

Conclusion 

I  want  to  commend  the  splendid  work  and  interest  of  a  most 
excellent  staff.  All  give  freely  and  generously  of  their  time  beyond 
the  demands  of  the  ordinary  classroom  activities.  This  whole- 
hearted enthusiasm  for  the  school  program  coupled  with  thesplen- 
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did  response  on  the  part  of  the  students  has  given  us  a  most  pleas- 
ant year,  and  I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  my  teachers 
and  students  for  their  fine  spirit  of  cooperation. 

In  closing  this  report,  I  want  to  express  the  appreciation  of  my- 
self and  the  entire  staff  for  the  kindness  and  assistance  extended  us 
by  you  and  the  school  board  during  the  past  year.

General  Report 

In  June  Mrs.  Thayer,  Miss  Bidwell,  and  Miss  Goldberg  left  our 
employ  and  were  replaced  by  Mrs.  Alice  Read  of  Washington,  Mrs. 
Mary  Lane  of  Stoddard,  and  Mrs.  Ruth  Gerini  of  Hillsboro,  who 
had  taught  for  us  two  years  ago.  Mrs.  Mullhall  took  over  the 
duties  of  principal.  Late  in  the  summer,  Mr.  Dehm  had  an  oppor- 
tunity to  coach  football  at  a  substantial  increase  in  pay  and  asked 
to  be  released.  At  that  late  date  it  was  impossible  to  secure  any- 
one qualified  to  teach  high  school  shop  and  we  were  fortunate  to 
employ  Mr.  Alfred  Goulet  to  coach,  teach  social  studies,  and  junior 
high  shop.  Shop  teachers  will  probably  be  scarce  for  some  time 
because  most  of  the  men  coming  out  of  training  schools  are  going 
into  the  armed  services. 

Next  year  we  expect  there  will  be  23  children  coming  into  the 
first  grade.  Since  only  1 1  are  going  up  to  the  7th  grade  an  addi- 
tional teacher  will  be  needed  in  the  elementary  school.  We  are 
fortunate  to  have  an  extra  room  to  put  another  teacher  and  almost 
enough  furniture  to  equip  it. 

During  the  summer  the  high  school  was  painted  outside  and  the 
main  room  was  redecorated.  This  puts  the  school  in  very  good 
condition  except  for  the  lower  hall  floor  which  should  be  replaced. 
The  dry  weather  last  summer  left  one  of  the  large  maple  trees  on 
the  front  lawn  in  a  dying  condition  and  it  should  be  taken  down 
before  anyone  is  hurt  by  falling  limbs. 

With  the  completion  of  the  Community  Buildng  the  athletic 
facilities  available  to  the  school  have  been  greatly  improved.  This 
is  one  of  the  best  floors  we  play  on  and  the  people  of  Antrim  are 
to  be  congratulated  for  providing  it. 

Our  noon  lunch  program  has  been  running  very  well  this  year 
under  the  efficient  management  of  Mrs.  Nina  Fuglestad.  We  are 
now  feeding  about  100  students  a  day. 

In  closing  I  would  like  to  thank  the  people  of  Antrim,  the  School 
Board,  and  teachers  for  their  fine  cooperation.
